Prague, May 1. 


HE Entry of the Queen our Sovereign was pro- 
 digioufly magnificent. There were 4000 of the 
Town{men under Arms, all drefs’d in their Uniform, as 
the Guards of this City, at their own Expence.. The 
Proceflion took up about two Hours. It was begun by 
a Detachment of the Cuirafliers of Caraffa. The Nobi- 
lity of Bohemia followed on Horfeback, richly dreffed ; 
then Perfons in high Offices, and amongft them three 
Hungarien Lords magnificently drefs’d in their Mode, and 
their Horfe Furniture cover’d with Diamonds. The 
Queen was in an exceeding rich Coach of State, with 
the Grand Duke, dreffed in Cloth of Gold feeded with 
Diamonds» The Grand Duke was drefled in Brown 
embroidered with Gold. It is impoflible to exprefs the 
Joy ot the People, as it is to defcribe the gracious Beha- 
viour of her Majefty, who anfwer’d all the Compliments 
made her in Latin, in the fame Language, with equal 
Elegance and Propriety. 

Ratisbon, May 7. Allthe Accounts given us by the 
French, as to their own Defigns and thofe of the Au- 
ftrians, prove falfe. It was the Rigour of the Seafon, 
which hindered the latter from opening the Campaign 








early, and nothing elfe, Prince Lobkowitz is making 
the neceflary Difpofitions for attacking the French Pofts 
on the one Side, and Prince Charles of Lorrain has actu- 
ally torced fome of them on the other. This hawindu- 
ced his Imperial Majefty to refolve on putting himfelf 
at the Head of his Troops, and risking all upon a decifive 
Battle. 

Drefden, May 1. The March of the French to Egra 
alarmed our Court immediately to {uch a Degree, as oc- 
cafioned fending feveral Corps to the Frontiers, with a 
Train of Artillery, under the Command of Lieutenant- 
General Deimar.

{pect to the Treaty of Neutrality with the King of Sar- 
dinia, that it may come before that Treaty is figned.

Cumberland arrived here this Morning, and intends to 
ftay here a Day or two. Lord Carterec is expected To- 
morrow.
